"s Whittingham of Lynn was in possession of several of Baskerville’s 
founts which are used in this book. Baskerville’s ‘‘ No. 8’’ ornament is fre- 
quently employed. Straus and Dent were evidently unaware of Whittingham’s 
use of Baskerville type, for no mention of him is made in their Memoir. 

This is the second edition of Burton’s Description of Leicestershire, the 
first having appeared in 1622. Lowndes (with collation) 330 omits to mention 
leaf Ggge1: ‘‘ The Names and Armes of those Knights of the Garter who were 
of the County of Leicester.’’

AN EXTRAORDINARY COPY, probably made up of revised proof 
sheets (Straus and Dent 57 and 58). It does not appear to have been 
pressed with hot irons (as was Baskerville’s practice). The book is made up of 
various kinds of paper and the wire marks run both horizontally and vertically. 
The most peculiar feature is the fact that three lines of the title are printed in 
red; this is evidently an experiment, as, so far as we are aware, Baskerville 
did not use a second colour in any of his books. In view of these peculiarities 
the absence of the frontispiece cannot be considered as an imperfection.

«+ As is frequently the case with Baskerville’s books, the printer has ex- 
perimented with the ornaments while the work was going through the press. 
The variations are to be found in the four half-titles (a fact not noted by Messrs. 
Straus and Dent, p. 80, No. 86), which occur (a) before the general title, (b) 

before the Epodes, (c) before the satires, (d) before the epistles. Above and 
below the letterpress of each of thessa half-titles are ornamental bands, of which 
four varieties are found, and these vary for the respective half-titles in different 
copies. In order to define precisely the two copies here offered we give a 
facsimile and description of each of these bands :

‘“ The Virgil of 1757 may with justice be called one of the most brilliant pro- 
ductions of Birmingham. It was the first of that series of books, which in the 
words of Macaulay, * went forth to astonish all the libraries of Europe.’ Every 
part of the volume seems to be in harmony with every other part. There is 
no disproportion, nothing of that ‘ hesitation ’ which had been, and still was, 
so prominent a feature in other books of the time. It is a landmark in the 
history of typography. Baskerville’s first book, indeed, might well belong to 
a later period; but those who appreciated were the few, and they may well have 
realised that the Birmingham artist had come before his time.’’ This copy

xvii. are incorrectly engraved. These errors are here corrected with a pen or by 
erasure. 

The twenty-one plates are in duplicate, one of each being in outline, the 
other in stipple. The first seventeen plates are by the author; of the four 
remaining, two are by Giovanni Battista Covoli, and two by the editor, who also 
wrote the accompanying text, which is based on the notes of his two pre- 
decessors. The Encyclopaedia Britannica speaks highly of Santorini: *‘ His
